Arbitrary and heartless increases of food prices should be 


met with stern resistance through government agencies. The 
war is over, but manifestly profiteering is not and Congress, will be 
justified in running down those responsible for urinecessairily add*- 
ing to the burdens of the people through the high cost of living. 


It ought to be possible to probe the prices of food stuffs from 


the time they leave the soil until they get 'to the ultimate con- 
sumer. Every step of the way should be made clear so that re- 
sponsibility may be placed where it belong^. - Under present con- 
ditions blame often rests upon entirely innocent people; IJ the 
manufacturer is innocent he can easily make this plain through a 
statement of his prices to those between him arid the 'consumer. 
There must be found some reasonable way for turning oh the 
light, to the end that public suspicion of rank profiteering may 
be confirmed or disproved. 


With the ending of the, war it was generally understood thai 


there would be a gradual reduction of the high cost of living, but 
in many cases the cost has increased and without apparent rea- 
son. THis is especially true of food stuffs and it would appear 
that the administration at Washington, especially the War De- 
partment, must explain the iailura to .distribute meats aria canned 
goods amounting to $121,000,000 that have been stored in the grfjat 
military warehouses for months. 
Not only has the government 


lost through this policy, but also the consumers who have failed 
to get the benefit of reduced cost that would have followed the 
distribution among the people of this enormous hoard. 


The American people have contributed; in every way to the 


winning of the war without protest and with a patriotic devotion 
to a great cause i«hat entitles, them to every consideration at the 
hands of their government. If it was necessary to fix prices ana 
restrain profiteering during the war it would appear to be just as 
necessary under present conditions. 


What has caused general protest in Harrisburg has been un- 


reasonable differences 
between manufacturing cost and retail 


prices in a number of instances — as high as one hundred per cent. 
in some cases. Restaurant proprietors insist that they must pay 
twice as much for melons as was charged a year ago. .So it goes 
cear down the line and the people who complain of arbitrary ario 
excessive prices are determined to find out1 whether there Is any 
justification or excuse. 


In the midst of a rich agricutural region it is inconcievable 


that we should be paying in mid-summer winter prices for veg- 
etables and eggs and fruits that are brought her'e in Iprge quan- 
tities for sale in the open markets. There is bound to be an up- 
rising of the consumer and he has a rignt to know wfietner the 
added burdens are riecssary or are simply the result of greeo 
and selfishness.

Arbitrary and heartless increases of food prices should be 


met with stern resistance through government agencies. The 
war is over, but manifestly profiteering is not and Congress, will be 
justified in running down those responsible for urinecessairily add*- 
ing to the burdens of the people through the high cost of living. 


It ought to be possible to probe the prices of food stuffs from 


the time they leave the soil until they get 'to the ultimate con- 
sumer. Every step of the way should be made clear so that re- 
sponsibility may be placed where it belong^. - Under present con- 
ditions blame often rests upon entirely innocent people; IJ the 
manufacturer is innocent he can easily make this plain through a 
statement of his prices to those between him arid the 'consumer. 
There must be found some reasonable way for turning oh the 
light, to the end that public suspicion of rank profiteering may 
be confirmed or disproved. 


With the ending of the, war it was generally understood thai 


there would be a gradual reduction of the high cost of living, but 
in many cases the cost has increased and without apparent rea- 
son. THis is especially true of food stuffs and it would appear 
that the administration at Washington, especially the War De- 
partment, must explain the iailura to .distribute meats aria canned 
goods amounting to $121,000,000 that have been stored in the grfjat 
military warehouses for months. 
Not only has the government 


lost through this policy, but also the consumers who have failed 
to get the benefit of reduced cost that would have followed the 
distribution among the people of this enormous hoard.
